STONEBRAKER QUILT RETURNED TO LCT 146 YEARS LATER 


ELK VALLEY TIMES February 7, 1996 


A quilt dating back to 1850 found in the attic of a Texas 
residence, has made its way home to Lincoln county where it was 
originally wrought by the hands of many. 

"The quilt was given to Caroline Elizabeth STONEBRAKER in 1850, 
probably as a wedding present," said Fayetteville’s Mabel TUCKER. 
"She married Jchn Greer MCCLELLAN Dec. 4, 1851. It may have been 
called a friendship quilt.” 

The story that follows the quilt over the following 146 years 
wasn’t difficult to unravel, but as the quilt, along with a 
coverlet, has finally make its way home, Mrs. TUCKER is looking for 
a way to preserve it. 

"I need ideas on how and where to keep it," she said, "The 
quilt is in excellent condition, probably because it was kept ina 
trunk for all those years," 

She is asking anyone with ideas as to how it can be properly 
preserved and, perhaps, still enjoyed, to write her at 2258 
Lewisburg Highway, Fayetteville, 37334. 

A few weeks ago, Mrs. TUCKER was contacted by John W.WASSELL of 
Corsicana, Texas, who told her he had found the quilt among his 
great-grandmother’s belongings. 

"It belongs in Lincoln county, he said," recalls Mrs. TUCKER of 
her conversation with WASSELL, explaining that the quilt features 
the names of more than 50 Lincoln Countians, many of which were 
from Kinderhook, a community which is now called Kelso.

Mrs. TUCKER, who with nine others founded the Lincoln County 
genealogical Society in 1976 traced the family’s history with the 
help of WASSELL. 


“Jacob STONEBRAKER born June 25, 1795 in Maryland, married 
Mahala MCCORTNEY, born June 27, 1808. He died Dec. 22, 1864, and 
she died May 27, 1878," she said. "They belonged to the Cumberland 
Presbyterian Church and are buried at Flintville. He was a 
merchant in Lincoln County. 

"They were the parents of Caroline Elizabeth STONEBRAKER, owner 
of the quilt. She married John Greer MCCLELLAN Dec. 4, 1851. Both 
lived in Lincoln County. Their son, John Jacob MCCLELLAN, was born 
April 15, 1856 in Lincoln County. 

"He attended Mulberry institute, a private school here, the 
University of Tennessee in Knoxville, and received an appointment 
to West Point," she continued. "He studied law at Athens, Ala., 
and graduated from Cumberland University at Lebanon before moving 
to Corsicana, Texas. 

"He married Lela KERR in Texas and they had three children. His 
wife died in childbirth, so his mother, Caroline Elizabeth 
Stonebraker, a widow then, moved to Corsicana to help him with his 
young children. 

"Apparently her quilt and coverlet were stored in the attic at 
this time.” 

In 1975 the city of Corsicjana bought the block on which John 
Jacob MCCLELLAN’s home was lecated. He was WASSELL’s grandfather. 

"There was quite an accumulation of old trunks in the attic,’ 
said Mrs. TUCKER. "When Mr. WASSELL found the old quilt and 
coverlet, he assumed they originated in the community there, but 
when he donated them to the society there, they were all surprised 
to see all the names and location in Lincoln County." 

Mrs. TUCKER and a longtime friend, Lainey RODES, have spent hours 
trying to make out each of the names written on the quilt.

THE HOPPER FAMILY 


Contributed by Mickey L. HOPPER-see address above 


The first HOPPER to show on record in Virginia landed in 1635 on 
the Virginia Coast. A Thomas HOPPER landed in Northumberland, 
Virginia about 28 years after the original colony of Jamestown was 
settled. 

In 1669, a John HOPPER was born in Northumberland, Virginia. 
Also, in 1677, a Thomas HOPPER was born in the same _ place. 
Although it is hard to find facts to verify it, I believe that 
Blagro HOPPER was a descendant of these HOPPERS. 

Blagro HOPPER, born about 1695, in Virginia, patented land in 
1715 from Proprietors Office Northern Neck of Virginia in Fauquier 
co., VA. Another deed dated 1768 mentions George, Joseph, and 
Thomas being brothers and sons of Blagro HOPPER. Blagro probably 
died at an old age sometime after 1768. 

George HOPPER Sr., born about 1725 in VA was a son of Blagro 


HOPPER. He and his brother, Thomas and Ann came to North carolina 
about 1770. George Sr. is on an early tax list of Surry co., NC in 
1782 living next to George Jr. I believe George Sr. died about 
1798 in NC. 

George HOPPER Jr., born about 1750 in VA was a son of George 
HOPPER Sr. He had a possible brother named Matthew HOPPER 


according to 1782 early tax list of Surry co., NC. George HOPPER 
Jr. shows up on 1784-87 census and 1790 census both of NC. George 
HOPPER Jr. shows up again on the 1800 census of NC, living next to 
John HOPPER. George Jr. shows up again in Lincoln co., TN in 1818 
on a deed with John GRAY. George Jr. died in 1822 in Lincoln co., 
TN. 

Lewis HOPPER, born about 1775 in NC was the son of George HOPPER 


Jr. Lewis had a brother named John who also lived in Lincoln co., 
TN. John’s wife was Sarah HOPPER, who is on the 1830 Lincoln co. 
census with three children. I believe Johns’ children were 


Pleasant, William, and Hardin, who were very young at the time of 
their father’s death. John died about 1820 in Lincoln co., TN at a 
very young age. I believe that Lewis’ children were: William, John 
Thomas J., Nathaniel, John, James, Palmer, Moses and another 
unknown son according to the 1820 census of LCT. Lewis was a 
witness on a deed with a John HARPER in 1794 in Rockingham co., NC 
on Little Buffalow creek. Then Lewis shows up again on the 1800 
Rockingham census as having one child which is probably William 
HOPPER, his oldest son. Lewis died sometime between 1840 and 1850. 


He is buried in LCT. 
Thomas J. HOPPER, born January 7, 1801 in Rockingham co., NC was 


the son of Lewis HOPPER. He shows up first on a Mt. Olivet 
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Primitive Baptist Chuirch Record for the years 1827-1830 in LCT. 
Thomas J. moved his family with a number of other families to

Tippah co., MS in 1837 and settled on Bridge creek in the 
northeastern part of the county. 
Thomas J. married Nancy MEEKS in Lincoln co., TN on Jan. 13, 


1823. They had the following children: Louisa Pretty, b.. 1823, 
Nancy Blackwood, b. 1825, Nacy Thomas HOPPER b. 1827, Louis Francis 
HOPPER b. 1829, Martin Joseph HOPPER b.1835 and John D. HOPPER b. 
1838. Thomas J. HOPPER died on January 20, 1867 in Tippah co., MS. 
He is buried in the HOPPER cemetery. 

Nacy Thomas HOPPER born Dec. 7, 1827 in Lincoln co., TN was the 
son of Thomas J. Hopper. He married first Liza SITTLE about 1858 
and they had the following children: Thomas J., Nacy M., Robert 
D., Joseph, John W., J.C., and Nancy. He married the second time 
Lovery Ann RICH on March 4, 1880 and they had the following 
children: George, Lewis Cleveland (John), Luther, Sam, Bea, Minnie, 
Mattie, Liza, Effie, and an infant daughter that died at 10 days 
old. Nacy Thomas HOPPER fell through the Spicewood creek railroad 
bridge in Tiplersville, MS in 1905 and died just a short time 
later. He is buried in the HOPPER cemetery.

Regt. and with it 
participated in all, or nearly all, of the noted campaigns and 
memorable battles....he breathed his last Wednesday morning, about

Pulaski, Dec. 2 - Dan SMITH, the negro who ravished a little 
white girl, Mattie HENDRICKS, on Oct. 11, in the second district of 
Giles county, was taken from the court-house here to-day and 


lynched. He had been previously removed to Nashville to protect 
him against violence. He was brought down on the 1:30 train and 
carried to the courthouse, where he was immediately tried, He 


plead guilty to the charge and was sentenced to twenty-one years’ 
imprisonmemnt in the penitentiary-the extreme penalty of the 
law...The sheriff intended to return with him to Nashville on the 
2:15 train. News of the trial becoming noised abroad, a mob of 800 
to 1,000 men quickly collected, and although the sheriff and his 
posse offered a determined resistance, they were overpowered and 
the mob tock the prisoner away....They carried him down Main street 
to the bridge that spans the romantic Richland creek. A rope, one 
end of which was tied around SMITH’S neck, was fastened to a beam 
of the bridge. Rev. Wm. SMITH, the man who raised Dan, got into 
the wagon and prayed for hin. While Mr. SMITH was talking, one man 
cried out, "This man dies for the safety of the whole people." The 
affair was a terrible one, but no more so than the fiendish deed 
for which he was executed.

LETTER: SAMUEL PARKER OF TX TO ALFRED SMITH OF LCT 

NOTE: For many years I have had a typed copy of this letter. It 
became separated from the accompanying letter from the contributor, 
so it is without reference or where the original can be found. It 
is still valuable for clues. If the contributor will write me, you 
will be given credit and hopefully I can give the location of the 
original. jww 


Burleson County, Texas 
Feb 25th 1853 
Dear Friend, 

I write a few lines to you, in compliance with my promise, but 
am sorry that my letter cannot be interesting.--In the first place 
I must give you an account of my own bad luck, and then I will give 
you a partial, but faithful account of Texas, so far as I have seen 
it. 

While traveling through Arkansas, my son Alexander took the 
cholera of which he died on the 17th of November being sick with it 
about two days and nights. Troubles seldom come singly. On the 
day that we buried him my wife took the fever. We travelled a few 
days and she got worse, and I stopped and got her in a house, where 
she died on the 6th day of December, of fever and inflammation in 
the head. Thus have I had the hard lot from July to December to 
follow my wife and my two oldest sons to their graves, one murdered 
by a villain in Lincoln Co, and turned loose to kill as many more 
as he please, with a plenty of friends to swear him clear.--I 
travelled through the northwest corner of Louisana, and the first 
county I visited in Texas was Panola, which with all the eastern 
part of Texas I found generally of a light sandy soil, easily 
cultivated, and produces well, when they have a seasonable year, 
but drought, they informed me, cuts the crops short. This eastern 
part of Texas is generally well timbered with pine and other 
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timber, teolerably well watered, range not so good for cattle as 
farther west where the prairies set in, tolerably good for hogs. 
Subject to chill and fever. Society just tolerable. 

From the Trinity river to the Brazos river, the country is 
mostly prairie. Good timber is very scarce, water is also scarce, 
the land on the rivers and streams generally good, the prairie and 
post oak land generally poor, all subject to chill and fever. 
Settlements thin. The land on the Brazos bottom is, I think, the 
most fertile land I have ever seen, with the exception of the Red 
river bottom. Those two streams furnish the best cotton lands by 
far, and as good corn land as I have ever seen in any country. The 
Brazos bottom is considered by most persons with whom I have talked 
on the subject, the best land for cotton in the state. The land is 
as good as one ought to desire, but there is no good water except 
cistern water, and very few in this county have yet built cisterns. 
Of course the bottom is sickly, subject to chill and fever, and 
other sickness. You can form an idea of the size of cotton stalks, 
when I inform you that it is planted here in rows seven and a half 
feet apart and the stalks left in the drill a foot and a half to 
two feet apart, and the limbs lock across rows that width and it 
grows so tall that bolls are frequently as high as a man can reach 
when sitting on a horse. This I know to be a fact, having rode 
among some of the cotton fields and reached up as high as I could 
to reach the top bolls. But last year was an uncommonly good crop 
year here, both for corn and cotton, it may not turn out so well 
again for several years. They ask various prices here for land. 
For upland the price varies from one to five dollars per acre. For 
bottom land in this county they ask from five to fifteen dollars an 
acre, according to location and improvement.--I have not bought 
land yet. I and my son John have rented 140 acres of Brazos bottom 
land, to make a crop together on it this year. We wish to look 
about some before we buy.--This section is not convenient to any 
market. Houston is the point to which the people here mostly take 
their cotton to sell, and that is about a hundred miles. 
Occasionally a boat runs up the Brazos, and some of the planters 
send their cotton down the river. 

You requested me to give you my opinion about Texas. It is 
like other countries, it has some great advantages and about 
equally great disadvantages. It has some of the best land I have 
ever seen, but a very large proportion of very poor land. Some may 
tell you as they frequently told me, while I was in Tennessee, that 
the prairies here are as good land as Elk river bottom. There is 
not a syllable of truth in this assertion, All the prairie land 
that I have seen in Texas, with few exception is poor. 

It is covered with broom sedge, you may know by that 
circumstance it is poor. It affords good pasturage for immense 
herds of cattle during the greater part of the year. They can 
winter on it, but I assure you they get poor before winter runs 
out. I see as poor cattle here now as I ever saw in Tennessee, and 
a great many die of poverty. You did not tell me that you had any 
idea of moving to Texas. If you have, I would say, fixed as you 
are, you can enjoy the waning of life better there than here. If I 
were back on Kelley’s Creek, I would not stay there, but if I had 
your situation I think I would remain there. The south west part 
of Lincoln has a great many vastly mean men, who hate honorable 
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men, because they will not associate with them. It afford me 
pleasure to say the people here are very friendly, and seem 
desirous for emigrants to settle up the county. They know human 
nature better than any people I ever saw.--Write to me and direct 
to Caldwell, Burleson County, Texas. Ask Berry and Wallace if they 
got a letter from me enclosing two dollars for the Observer, and 
inform me what they say when you write.

JAMES H. SHAW 
Biographical History of Milam, Williamson, Bastrop, Travis, Lee and 
Burleson Counties, Texas. Lewis Publishing Co. 1893 


James H. SHAW, one of the most prosperous agriculturists of 
Travis county, dates his residence here from November 29, 1852. he 
was born in Lincoln county, Tennessee, December 16, 1821, a son of 
Thomas H. SHAW, a native of Kentucky, born in 1797. Thomas H. SHAW 
was a soldier in the war of 812, and was also engaged in the 
defense of the South against the Indians. He became a politician 
of local note, serving as Sheriff for many years, and frequently as 
Justice of the Peace. He adhered to the principles of the 
democratic party, and worhiped with the Primitive Baptists. His 
death occurred in 1867. His wife, Catharine ROUNDTREE, was a 
daughter of Thomas ROUNDTREE, of Tennesseee. They reared a family 
of seven children: James H., whose name heads this notice; 
William, who died before the war; Thomas, who died in Tennessee in 
February, 1892; Ann, deceased, wife of Daniel SMART; Elizabeth, 
wife of M.N. MOORE; Nancy, widow of Dr. SETLIFF; and Mary. James 
H. received only a fair English education, but was well trained in 
all the details of agriculture. He remained under the parental 
roof until he had attained his majority, and then started out in 
life for himself. He first went to Mississippi and secured a 
position as overseer in Yalobusha county, which he retained for a 
time, but gave up his position on account of ill-health. He then 
taught school a short time. At the end of this period he returned 
to Tennessee and became connected with a mercantile establishemnt, 
of which he soon became proprietor in partnership with his father- 
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in-law and brother-in-law. This business relation continued until 
Mr. SHAW came to Texas. This journey consumed sixty eight days, 
and ended in Travis county, where our subject decided to locate. 
He bought a tract of 400 acres of land at the rate of $2.50 an 
acre, and at once began the task of placing it under cultivation. 
His crops were grain and cotton, until a few years ago he placed 
his entire farm in grass. This has proven a judicious change and 
considerably more protitable than his previous management. He has 
made elegant improvements, having erected a commodious stone 
residence as early as 1871. 

Mr. SHAW was united in marriage, in 1846 to Elizabeth V. 
MOTLOW, a daughter of Felix MOTLOW, who married a Miss ADKINS. Mr. 
and Mrs. SHAW are the parent of eight children: John A. married 
Texanna HENRY, and has a family of six children; Virginia is the 
wife of James BENSON, of Austin; Margaret married John LANDERS, and 
lives in San Saba county, Texas; Thomas H. married Nannie BLOCKER; 
Felix married Ella MATTHEWS, deceased; Mary Jane is the wife of 
J.E. MARTIN; Laura is the wife of J.C. BURKETT; Daisy is unmarried. 

Our subject was a soldier in the Confederate service, being a 
member of Captain CARINGTON’s company and Colonel FORD’s regiment. 
He participated in several skirmishes on the Rio Grande river, and 
his engagements were almost entirely confined to the Texas 
department. When at last peace was declared, he was at home on a 
furlough. He has been one of the leading spirits in the 
development of the resources of this State, and is numbered among 
the most progressive agriculturists of this section.

WILLIAM N. GUNTER, the son of Joshua Gunter, was born ca 1815 
in Lincoln Co. TN. He died 13 Mar 1890 Lincoln Co. TN and is 
buried in the Gunter Cemetery, McBurg, Lincoln Co. TN. There 
is a marker, of sorts. William married 28 Feb 1839 Lincoln 
Co. TN MARY A. CROWDER, born ca 1818 VA and died 11 Oct 1897 
Wylie, Collin Co, TX, Mary is buried Big Spring Cemetery, 
Collin Co. TX. She may have had a brother John.

William N. Gunter was the 7th child, and 5th son, of 9 
children born to Joshua Gunter & his first wife. All were 
born in Lincoln Co. TN. At the age of 24, William married 
his life-long mate, Mary Crowder, who was a neighbor of the 
Gunter family. Mary was to give him 11 children. The first 
child, Thomas Benton, having been born 1840, was the only son 
of William & Mary’s who died in the Civil War. He was 
critically injured and died in September of 1862. 


Mary and William were to see much sorrow come into their 
lives, for they buried 6 of their 11 children. Two of the 
children were infants, and the other three were young adults, 
ages 17 to 27. It is always a tragedy to see young lives 
snuffed out. Makes one wonder how they died. 


Their children brought joy into their lives as well. 
Their son William Jackson was the first child to marry [1866] 
and of course, gave William and Mary their first grandchild 
b. 1867. 


You will find William’s name on deeds in Lincoln County, 
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William N. Gunter continued: 


but no will has been found. The records of the children will 
show the disbursement of his land. According to the census 
records, William was of moderate means. He owned land valued 
at $1500, and personal property worth $900 in 1870. And he 
probably supplemented his farm income by making shoes. There 
is a small shed [still standing - now used as a storeroom] on 
the property where he made shoes before the Civil War, and 
probably made them for the soldiers during the war. William 
would have been 57 years of age at this time. 


The five children who grew to adulthood and married, left 
a great many descendants of William and Mary’s, most of whom 
ended up in Texas, along with their mother, Mary. The only 
son to remain in Lincoln County was John Henry and his 
descendants still live on part of the old home place which 
once belonged to William N. This compiler and sister visited 
with his descendants living there and they helped us to find 
the old John Henry Gunter Cemetery where William N. is 
buried. A very small cemetery. With few graves, surrounded 
by a barbed-wire fence to keep the cattle out. It sits on 
top of a hill back of the property. His marker is a very 
large sandstone rock with W. G. scratched in the surface. No 
dates. 


William and Mary raised a very credible family, all being 
useful citizens and credits to their communities, wherever 
they were. All were farmers except George Washington who 
went into the building business when he went to Texas. 


Mary has been described by descendants as a very small 
women and thought to be part Choctaw Indian. No proof of 
this has been found. 


Mary died in Collin Co. TX in 1897, seven years after 
William died, and is buried in the Big Spring Cemetery there 
on the Gunter lot without a marker where George Washington’s 
family is buried. Her grave is next to the infant children 
of George Washington & Mattie Gunter.

John HAMILTON (ca 1772-1812) married Martha GREER (ca 1775- 
1872) in South Carolina (now Anderson, Pickens, and Oconee 
Counties, before Jan. 26, 1792. The will of James GREER of 
Pendleton District, S.C signed that date, lists daughter Martha and 
son-in-law John HAMBLETON. In 1795 Martha inherited her father’s 
land on Twenty three Mile Creek, which is in Anderson county 
(purchased Sept. 24, 1791), and there is a property deed selling 
this land by John and Martha HAMILTON on Sept. 7, 1805. Another 
deed shows John and Martha HAMILTON selling land in what is now 
Oconee County on Dec. 18, 1810. This is probably when they moved 
to LCT. 

John and Martha HAMILTON had six children, the first five born 
in SC and the last in LCT, where they lived on or near Swan Creek, 
west of Fayetteville. John was killed by a falling tree in 1812, 
leaving Martha a widow with six young children. She never 
remarried and outlived some of her children. John and Martha are 
buried in the Wilson-Wyatt Cemetery near Boonshill. John 
HAMILTON’S stone is a small field stone, with initials JH. In the 
same cemetery are graves of their daughter Ann HAMILTON BLAIR, and 
of Richard and Sarah Jane BLAIR WYATT, who were neighbors and whose 
son married the youngest HAMILTON daughter, Margaret Greer 
HAMILTON. 

The will of James GREER also mentions a daughter, Jane, who 
married Samuel WYLIE. Thelma CAMPBELL of Coutlerville IL sent me 
the information that James GREER and daughter Jane (born 1767) were 
born in Ireland. Samuel and Jane GREER WYLIE also went to LCT. 
Their chidlren, Jane and James Wylie, both married BLAIRS, children 
of William BLAIR and Margaret MORTON. 

In Anderson County, SC, in the Pickens Chapel graveyard, there 
is a stone for a JOhn HAMILTON, Rev. soldier - no dates. This may 
be our John HAMILTON’S father. Lewin D. MCPHERSON, in his 1957 
book CALHOUN, HAMILTON, BASKIN and Related Families, on p. 298, 
says our John HAMILTON was born on board ship, coming from Northern 
Ireland to SC in 1772. The source of this information was Col. 
Eugene E. SKINNER of Dallas, TX. There is an error in the lineage 
between Col. SKINNER and our John HAMILTON. Therefore the 
shipboard story may not relate to our ancestor.

Renwick Carlisle Kennedy was born at the home of his 
grandparents, Dr. and mrs. R.C. CARLISLE, in newberry co., SC. he 
is the son of the Rev. I.N. KENNEDY, D.D., and Mrs. Mary Emma 
CARLISLE KENNEDY. His father was the son of the late W.P. AND 
Margaret MCLANE KENNEDY of Due West, SC. His mother was the 
daughter of the late Dr. Richard Coleman CARLISLE and Emma Renwick 
CARLISLE of Newberry co., SC. 

Mr. KENNEDY grew up in the Elk Valley church, LCT. He was 
baptized in infancy by Dr. A.M. RANSON. He jooined the Elk valley 
Church about the age of eleven. When he was twelve years of age 
his parents moved to Ora, SC where his father became the pastor of 
the Ora church. Mr. KENNEDY attended the public schools at Harms, 
TN. Ora, SC and Laruens, SC finishing his high school education at 
the latter school. He entered Erskine College in september, 1917, 
and graduated in June, 1921. hee enttered Erskine Theological 
seminary in September, 1921 and graduated in June, 1923. In 
september, 1923 he entered Princeton Theological Seminary and took 
two years of graduate work in that institution, completing his 
studies in June, 1925. he was licensed by the second Presbytery at 
Unity church, Newberry co., SC on May 1, 1923, and was ordained by 
the arkansas Presbytery at a called meeting on July 30, 1925 at New 
Edinburgh, Arkansas. 

Mr. KENNEDY supplied the churches of Elsberry and Mt. Zion, 
Missouri, during the summers of 1923 and 1924. On June 7, 1925, 
coming from Princeton Seminary, he began work at the home mission 
church at Russellville, AR, where he remained for two years. 
Accepting a call to Camden, AL, he began the pastorate at Camden on 
May 17, 1927. The pastorate also includes Prosperity church at 
Marion Junction, AL where he preaches once a month. He continues 
in this charge. 

Mr. KENNDY was installed in his present pastorate in service at 
Camden on July 3, 1927. The Rev. H.M. HENRY, D.D. preached the 
sermon, addressed the pastor and propounded the questions. Mr. 
John T. DALE of the Bethel (Oak Hill) church addressed the people. 

On Sug. 17, 1928, Mr. KENNEDY married Miss Mary Elizabeth 
Fitzhugh MOORE of Charlotte, NC, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. John T. 
MOORE, formerly of Clover, VA. Mrs. KENNEDY is a graduate of 
DAVENPORT College and Columbia University.

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J.H. STEWART, A.M. OBITUARY

DIED - On February 1, 1865 at the residence of his father, James 
STEWART, near Fayetteville, Tennessee, J.H. STEWART, A.M. 
Professor of Ancient Language in the University of Nashville. 

Owing to the uncertain communications between city and country 
at present, this information has but just reached us, and though 
not unlooked for, it will excite sad and grateful recollections in 
the minds of many of our readers. Hereafter, we hope that full and 
ample justice will be done to the memory of Prof. STEWART, whose 
faithful labors in the cause of education, and whose noble traits 
of character, have left enduring memorials in the hearts and lives 
of multitudes of pupils dispersed throughout some half score of 
States. At present we have materials for but a brief notice. 

Prof. S. was born in South Carolina, coming from sterling 
Presbyterian ancestry, not rich in this world’s goods, but well 
endowed with the best and most solid riches-those of the intellect 
and the heart. He received a thorough education in the college of 
the Associate Reformed Church at Due West, S.C., intending at that 
time to devote himself to the ministry of the Gospel. Feeble 
health and characteristic diffidence caused him to enter upon the 
labors of an educator in preference. For a number of years he 
conducted a classical and mathematical school in Lincoln county, 
with marked ability and success. After this he was for several 
years principal of the academy at Pulaski, since known as Giles 
College. In this beautiful and wealthy region he made many warm 
friends, and added greatly to his already established reputation. 

In the autumn of 1855 he was induced to accept the 
professorship of Ancient Languages in the University of this city. 
Earnest efforts were made and great inducements held out to retain 
him in Pulaski. After mature deliberation he accepted his new 
position, and never regretted the step. To his labors’ the 
professors and students of the collegiate department of the 
University ascribe no small share in this ready and flattering 
growth of the institution during the succeeding lustrum. He 
continued in the active discharge of the duties of his 
professorship until February, 1862, when the armies took possession 


of the University buildings for hospital purposes. Since that 
period, want of buildings and failing health alike interrupted his 
highly appreciated and much needed instructions. Soon after the 


battle of Nashville he removed to the residence of his father, as 
he too truly remarked at the, "to die." 

Prof. Stewart was a thoroughly accomplished scholar, and a 
remarkable successful instructor. As the head of large mixed 
schools he had taught the mathematics and the natural sciences, and 
made himself proficient in the principles of these branches. In 
his own department, the classics, we may safely say that he had no 
superior and very few equals in all this region. The whole range 
of authors usually taught in our colleges was literally at his 
tongue’s end. A retentive memory and an appreciative taste enable 
him to repeat without the book the best passages from Latin and 
Greek writers, or with ease and certainty to find them when 
casually referred to. With the still larger number of ancient 
authors not used as text books he had a loving and familiar 
acquaintance. 
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As a teacher he was laborious, accurate, and faithfully 
conscientious; and hence, in fact, eminently successful. The 
wildest, dullest, most incorrigible pupil was nolens volens deeply 
impressed by these attributes, and if perchance there were in his 
composition any latent sparks of intellectual or moral powers, they 
were certain, under the Professor’s systematic perseverance, to be 
elicited and developed. 


As a man, Professor Stewart possessed just those 
characteristics which least fit one for shining in public, while 
they most adorn private life. Modest, unassuming, reliable, firm, 


resolute, a patriot and a christian, he never came in official or 
business relations with any upon whom he did not leave a high 
impression of his intellect and worth. Cut off in the prime of 
life, he leaves his family the best inheritance and the surest 
consolation-a good name and the christian’s hope.

N.S.B. RIVES 
Fayetteville Observer May 28, 1896 


TRAGEDY AT BELLVILLE - Mr. N.S.B. RIVES, nominee of the Democracy 
of Lincoln county for the legislature and who at _ one time 
represented this county in the General Assembly, died at his home 
at Bellville at 10 o’clock Sunday night from a pistol wound in the 
stomach inflicted by Jas. B. BUNTLEY. 

RIVES and BUNTLEY own adjoining places and a bitterness of 
feeling has existed between them for a long time. On last Friday 
evening they had a war of words caused by RIVES making complaint 
about BUNTLEY’S hogs getting in his wheat. 

About 5 o’clock Saturday evening RIVES was in the public road 
and spoke to BUNTLEY, who was across the fence, about the wrangle 
of the previous day. RIVES, declared that he wanted to make 
friends and did not again want to be abused as on Friday. BUNTLEY 
notified his neighbor of his intention of doing so again if it 
should be necessary to do it. 

From such a small beginning a quarrel ensued which inflamed the 


men greater than they had ever before. been. Finally Mr. RIVES 
pulled a pistol and fired, missing BUNTLEY; a second shot struck 
the fence, BUNTLEY fired and struck RIVES in the stomach. The 


doctors were unable to probe the wound to locate the bullet and 
could tell nothing of the probable effect of the shot; all that 
they could do was to keep him under the influence of opiates and 
trust to the robustness of his constitution to withstand the shock 
to his nervous system. BUNTLEY was arrested and gave bail in the 
sum of $1,000 for his appearance at court. 

People who were acquainted with Mr. RIVES and know of his 
phlegmatic temperament and disposition to avoid trouble, were 
surprised that any one could inflame him to an extent sufficient to 
use a pistol. 

The funeral occurred on Monday and a large number of people were 
in attendance, testifying by their presence to the esteem in which 
the deceased was held and also showing the regret of the public at 
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the unfortunate occurrence. Mr RIVES was a useful member of Mt. 
Hebron C.P. church and was the superintendent of the Sunday school.
